JANUARY 4, 1976 is the cut-off 
registration daysfor the FEBRU- 
ARY 3 ADVISORY NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD COMMISSION. (ANC) 
elections. _ 

Registered persons who have 


voted in at least one election in 


the District, within the last four 
years, have current registration 
and may vote without. re-regis- 
tering. 

Unregistered District residents, 
who will be at least 18 years old 
by November 4, 1975, and those 
previously registered who have 
not voted within the four year 
period are invited to do so by 


October 5, 1975. Persons who 
will not be at feast 18 on 
November 4, 1975 but who will 
be 18 by February 3, 1976 may 
register from November 521975 
thru January 4, 1976 to vote on 
FEBRUARY 3, 1976.

AN ADVISORY NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD COMMISSION (ANC) is 
a commission comprised of 
persons residing in an area 
elected by fellow area residents 
to advise the District on matters 
of public policy, recreation, 
social service programs, sanitia- 
tion, health, etc. 


A SINGLE MEMBER DISTRICT ~ 


(SMD) is an area within the ANC 
where approximately 2,000 re- 
side. One person from that 
district elected to the commis- 
sion will represent that district. 
From NOVEMBER 21 thru 
DECEMBER 5, 1975 SMD candi- 
dates for established ANC’s may 
pick up petitions in Room 7 of 
the District Building. Candi- 
dates must file these petitions, 
signed by at least 25 registered 
voters, no later than 5:00 p.m. 
on December 5, 1975. 
FEBRUARY 3, 1976 is the 


election day for SMD candi- 


dates to Advisory Neighbor- 
héod Commissions. 

Any registered voter residing in 
an area in which an ANC has 
been established is eligible to 
vote for one candidate in this 
non-partisan election.

The soft air and bright days 
that were with us in November 
often continue into Dec- 
ember—ideal for working at 
extending the life of flowers 
still in bloom and ideal for 
preparing for the flowers to 
come next-spring. 

For more chrysanthemum 
blooms now, pick off the 
blossoms as soon as they begin 
to fade, and remove a quantity 
of the leaves (being careful 
not to remove the new buds). 
This will increase the sunlight 
to the buds and remove some 
of the leaf competition for the 
decreased amount of plant
